Nursing  Math  Class 


The  Division  of  the  Natural  Sciences  offers  a  concentration  in  biol- 
ogy chemistry  and  mathematics  and  physics.  It  has  the  following 
objectives.  1  the  development  of  competence  in  the  use  of  scientific 
methods  of  problems-solving-  (2)  the  development  of  attitudes  born  of 
scientific  methods  (3)  the  development  of  appreciations  for  and  inter- 
est in  the  scientific  aspects  of  modern  civilization,  and  4)  the  training 
of  students  in  the  more  specialized  branches  of  science  preparatory 
to  advanced  or  professional  study 

The  Division  seeks  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  three  groups  of  students. 
1  non-science  students  who  will  pursue  natural  science  courses  in 
working  toward  objectives  one  through  three-  (2)  students  who  seek 
to  satisfy  basic  science  requirements  for  entering  the  clinical  branch 
of  nursing  and  (3)  students  who  plan  to  concentrate  in  the  sciences. 
This  third  group  is  composed  of  students  who  seek  to  satisfy  require- 
ments for  professional  or  graduate  study  or  for  certification  to  teach 
science  or  mathematics  on  the  secondary  level. 

The  program  for  pre-dental  and  pre-medical  students  is  highly  flex- 
ible and  is  arranged  in  consultation  with  the  student  to  meet  his  in- 
dividual needs.  Each  program,  however  is  planned  to  include  the 
broadest  possible  instruction  in  the  social  sciences  and  in  the  human- 
ities consistent  with  a  minimum  science  requirement  for  those  stu- 
dents who  elect  to  concentrate  in  one  of  the  science  areas  or  in  the 
mathematics.

OF     NURSING 


The  Division  of  Nursing  is  an  outgrowth  of  the  pressing  de- 
mand for  nurses  to  meet  the  basic  health  problems  which 
affect  the  health  of  the  entire  nation.  It  includes  the  physical 
and  biological  sciences  social  sciences,  medical  sciences 
nursing  and  allied  arts,  and  other  general  education  courses. 
Upon  the  completion  of  the  entire  curriculum  students  receive 
the  degree  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Nursing  and  are  eligible 
if  twenty-one  years  of  age  to  take  the  State  Board  examina- 
tion given  by  the  Louisiana  State  Board  of  Nurse  examiners. 
Successful  passing  of  this  examination  entitles  the  graduate 
nurse  to  registration  in  Louisiana  and  makes  her  eligible  for 
membership  in  nursing  organizations. 

To  meet  the  professional  needs  and  interests  of  the  students 
in  the  division  of  nursing  each  individual  is  required  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  program  of  the  Santa  Filemona  Club. 

The  Division  of  Nursing  is  accredited  by  the  Louisiana  State 
Board  of  Nurse  examiners  and  the  National  Nursing  accredit- 
ing service. 

The  institutions  and  agencies  in  New  Orleans  utilized  for 
the  practice  of  nursing  are:  Flint-Goodridge  Hospital  of  Dillard 
University  for  surgical,  diet  therapy  and  outpatient  experi- 
ences, Charity  Hospital  for  medical  obstetric  pediatric,  com 
municable  disease  and  psychiatric  experiences,  Isabella 
Hume  Child  Development  Center  for  nursery  school  expe- 
rience the  New  Orleans  City  Health  Department  for  com- 
munity nursing  experience.  In  each  instance  the  student  re- 
ceives her  experience  either  along  or  after  her  instruction.

Presently   the  Dillard  University  Chapter  consists  of  300  members. 

The  activities  of  the  chapter  were  temporarily  suspended  in  March,  1956  by  an  in- 
junction from  the  state  court.  However  we  are  confident  that  the  Democratic  process 
will  not  fail  and  that  the  N.A.A.C.P  will  again  have  the  rights  to  continue  to  pursue 
its  objectives.
